The First Reader treats of the usual combinations of tones and 
common varieties of Measure and Rhythm. It aims to establish early 
a sure feeling for Tonality, An exceptional elaboration of this essential 
element is reserved for the Second Reader. 

The divided beat of two equal sounds is introduced at an early 
period in the Course, the advisability of such a step being now un- 
questioned. 

The study of Chromatics also begins early in the Course with the 
presentation of Sharp-four in its Diatonic character. The simple method 
adopted in treating this familiar changed-note is consistently adhered to 
and applied in teaching all succeeding Chromatics methodically occurring 
in the remaining Readers. 

The Special Exercises, pp. 57-63, are designed for the use of the 
regular teacher as tests of the real ability of each pupil. For this reason 
they are purposely quite simple, similarly constructed, in regular rhyth- 
mical forms of four and eight measures, with fore-phrase and after-phrase 
only; enabling the pupil to observe the directions (p. 57) with little 
hesitation.

APPENDIX. 



2 A, B, C, D, E, F, G. 
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Staff, — five horizontal lines with equal spaces between 
them. 

Pitches, — the first seven letters of the alphabet by which 
musical sounds are named. 

G Clef, — fixes G upon the second line around which it 
turns. 

Leger or Added Lines, — light lines below and above 
the staff. 



Pitches, — of the lines and spaces of the treble staff. 
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Bars, — Vertical lines upon the staff. 

A Bar is one vertical line. 

A Double Bar is two vertical lines and sometimes 
a thick vertical line. 
A Measure, — the space between two bars. 

A Double-Whole Note, — an open note between short 

vertical lines. 
Whole Note, — an open note. 
Half Note, — an open note with a stem. 
Quarter Note, — a closed note with a stem. 
Eighth Note, — a closed note with stem and om crook. 
Sixteenth Note,— a closed note with stem and two 

crooks. 
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Double- Whole Rest. 
Whole Rest. 
Half Rest. 
Quarter Rest. 
Eighth Rest. ' 
Sixteenth Rest. 

Scale, — eight sounds ascending or descending in a 
regular succession. 

The diagram represents the common, or major 
scale, consisting of five tones and two semitones, in 
the following order : — 

I to 2 — a tone, 2 to 3 — a tone, 3 to 4 — a semi, 
tone, 4 to 5 — a tone, 5 to 6 — a tone, 6 to 7 — a tone, 
7 to 8 — a semitone. 



The Sharp, — raises the pitch of a note a semitone. 

The Flat, — lowers the pitch of a note a semitone. 

The Natural, — removes the effect of a J or 1?: i. e., it 
lowers a sharped note a semitone and raises a flatted 
note a semitone. 

The Pause, — a dot in a semicircle. It means that the 
note or rest over or under which it is placed is to be 
held longer than usual. Placed over a double-bar, it 
marks the end of the composition. 

The Repeat, — dots immediately before or after a bar. 
It indicates that music before or after the dots should 
be repeated. 

1ST AND 2D Endings, — signs indicating that, in the rep- 
etition, the music marked 2d time must be substituted 
for that under the sign ist time. 

Time Signatures, — Two-part Measure. 
Time Signatures, — Three-part Measure.

Time Signatures, — Six-Part Measure. 
Key of C, — no signature, i is on the first line below. 
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Key of G, — signature, one sharp, i is on the second 
line. 

Key of D, — signature, two sharps, i is in the first 
space below. 

Key of A, — signature, three sharps, i is in the second 
space. 

Key of E, — signature, four sharps, i is on the first 
line. 



Key of F, — signature, one flat, i is in the first space. 

Key of B-Flat, — signature, two flats,, i is on the third 
line. 

Key of E-Flat, — signature, three flats, i is on the 
first line. 

Key of A-Flat, — signature, four flats, i is in the 
second space. 

The Tie, — a curved line joining two notes of the same 

pitch ; 
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It indicates that the second note over or under the 
tie is not to be repeated, but sustained, joined to 
the first

The Dot, — placed after a note lengthens it one half; 
thus, the dot after a half-note takes the place of a 
quarter-note tied, P* * ^^ (^ T 

The dot after a quarter-note takes the place of an 
eighth-note tied, f ' = f P 

Staccato, — A dot placed over or under a note means 
that it IS to be short, crisp, disconnected. 

The Slur, — a curved line joining two or more notes of 
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La la la la la 
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It indicates that the notes so joined are to be sung 
to one syllable. 

Bound Eighth or Sixteenth Notes should be sung 
to one syllable. 



Da Capo, — from the beginning. 

Braces, — Signs joining two or more staffs. Two staffs 
so joined are sometimes called a Brace. 



DEGREES OF SPEED. 

Largo, large, very slow. 
Adagio (adah-jio), slow, leisurely. 
Andante (ahn-dahn*-tay), rather slowly. 
Allegro (alleg^-ro ), quick, gay, merry. 
Presto, very quickly. 

Rit,, Ritard,, abbreviation of the word 
Ritardando, slower.
